ost  students  and  faculty  would 
agree  that  life  at  The  North  Car- 
olina School  of  Science  and 
Mathematics  is  somehow  dis- 
tinctive, somehow  not  quite  like  life  any- 
where else  on  this  planet. 

And,  being  the  curious  intellectuals  we 
are,  we  must  stop  to  ponder  the  eternal 
question:  Why? 

No  other  school  ever  considers  cancel- 
ling classes  for  a week  in  order  for  students 
to  pursue  whatever  project  they  desire. 
Students  at  a few  other  schools  do  live  on 
campus,  but  where  else  must  they  perform 
three  hours  of  work  service? 

Any  school  can  start  new  programs,  so 
there  must  be  something  else,  something 
so  special,  so  spectacular,  that  it  simply 
puts  this  school  in  another  dimension. 
What  on  earth  could  it  be? 
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Walk  up  to  anybody  — a student,  a 
teacher,  or  an  administrator  — in  this 
school  and  ask  him  or  her  what  is 
special  about  this  place  we  call 
“home.”

Where  else  can 
one  drop  in  and  “shoot  the  bull”  with 
a teacher  at  7 p.m.?  attend  peer  tuto- 
rials for  help  with  classes  at  9:30 
p.m.?  wander  down  the  hall  and  find 
a shoulder  to  cry  on  at  one  in  the 
morning?  The  diversity  of  the  school 
population  and  its  ideas  create  an  in- 
comparable human  environment. 
The  arms  of  NCSSM  reach  from  the 
mountain  town  of  Hiwassee  Dam  to 
Manteo  along  the  Outer  Banks.  Un- 
doubtedly, the  people  make  this 
school  special. 


Academics  play  a major  role  here, 
but  students  can  “forget”  about  home- 
work by  helping  friends  “nuke”  a 
fellow  hallmate  with  chocolate  syrup 
and  shaving  cream  on  his  birthday, 
wrestling  with  a roommate,  playing  a 
pick-up  game  of  soccer  with  our 
“gifted”  soccer  players,  going  to  an 
invitational  movie  with  a cute  guy  or 
gal,  hanging  out  at  Wyche,  complet- 
ing three  hour  work  service  by  wash- 
ing dishes  in  the  cafeteria  or  sweep- 
ing the  driveway,  or  eating  delicious 
delicacies  prepared  by  PFM.  These 
changes  — a new  home,  a new  life, 
(“new”  food),  and  new  friends  make 
S&M  A WORLD  APART.

Charles  Eilber 


He  led  the  way  . . . 


When  the  North  Carolina  School  of  Science  and  Mathematics 
opened  in  1980  as  the  first  public  residential  high  school,  no  one  was 
sure  exactly  what  the  school  would  do.  To  provide  students  with  an 
advanced  education  in  science  and  math  was  certainly  one  of  its 
goals.  What  programs,  what  courses  would  the  school  offer  to  ac- 
complish its  goals?  Who  would  be  accepted  as  students,  where  would 
they  live,  and  who  would  supervise  them?  How  much  supervision  was 
necessary?  The  first  of  its  kind,  no  other  school,  public  or  private, 
could  serve  as  a model  for  NCSSM.  Someone  was  needed  who  could 
take  the  vision  of  the  school  and  turn  it  into  successful  reality, 
someone  who  could  start  from  scratch  and  organize  an  institution. 
Director  Charles  Eilber  was  this  someone. 

Originally  head  of  the  math  department,  and  then  the  director  of 
the  Interlochen  School  for  the  Arts  in  Michigan,  Director  Eilber  had 
a lot  of  previous  experience  in  operating  a residential  school.  Moving 
with  his  wife  to  North  Carolina  the  year  before  NCSSM  opened,  he 
and  other  dedicated  staff  undertook  the  task  of  building  a school. 
Teachers  had  to  be  hired,  resident  advisors  chosen,  admissions  pro- 
cedures established,  students  admitted,  special  programs  set  up,  and 
classes  scheduled.  In  addition,  Director  Eilber  faced  the  duty  of  sell- 
ing the  school  to  the  public,  soliciting  donations  from  private  cor- 
porations and  reassuring  the  parents  of  the  first  entering  class. 

Did  he  succeed?  We  should  say  so.  NCSSM  opened  its  doors  to  the 
first  150  juniors  and  14  faculty  in  1980.  Many  of  these  faculty  still 
teach  here.  These  include  Virginia  Wilson,  Jackye  Meadows,  Chuck 
Britton,  Ross  Baker,  AmaShabazz,  Don  Houpe,  Rosemary  Oates,  Joe 
Liles,  Kevin  Bartkovich,  Dot  Doyle,  Jon  Miller,  and  Branson  Brown. 
Of  the  original  1980  staff  members,  the  following  still  work  at  the 
School:  Joe  Gibbs,  Janet  Haswell,  Joe  Clifton,  Ken  Home,  Warren 
Basket,  Ola  Stringer,  Rena  Lindstrom,  Gwen  Pryor,  Linwood  Suitt, 
Braughn  Taylor,  Donny  Terrell,  and  John  Williams. 

In  September  of  1988,  Director  Eilber  announced  his  resignation, 
which  will  be  effective  June  30,  1989,  following  the  graduation  of  the 
class  of  1989.  Afterwards,  he  plans  to  act  as  a consultant  for  groups 
interested  in  improving  public  education  and  for  other  states  who 
want  to  begin  their  own  residential  schools. 

Director  Eilber’s  job  requires  him  to  be  off  campus  days  at  a time. 
We  realize  that  without  his  contributions,  much  of  this  school  would 
not  be  what  it  is  today.  Most  grants  of  private  corporations  and  fund- 
ing by  the  state  which  support  the  programs  of  our  school  involve  the 
lobbying  efforts  of  our  director.  As  Dr.  Wilson  said,  Director  Eilber  is 
the  person  who  “sold  the  idea  of  the  school.”  He  is  “our  person  who 
would  go  out  and  raise  money,”  according  to  Ms.  Baker.  In  addition 
to  acting  as  the  school’s  agent,  Director  Eilber  has  done  remarkably 
well  in  combining  his  two  roles  as  agent  and  administrator.  We, 
members  of  the  1 989  Odyssey  yearbook  staff,  as  representatives  of  the 
classes  of  1989  and  1990,  would  like  to  express  our  gratitude  for  Direc- 
tor Eilber’s  dedication  to  the  growth  of  NCSSM.

Just  hanging  around 
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Contrary  to  some  people’s  opinions,  Science  and  Math  is 
NOT  just  science  and  math.  This  is  clearly  demonstrated  by 
the  excellent  humanities  department,  art  department,  and 
especially  by  the  diversity  of  the  music  groups.  The  mixed 
chorus,  chamber  singers,  orchestra,  concert  band,  jazz  band, 
and  electronic  music  classes  all  offer  creative  outlets  for  over 
a hundred  musically  inclined  students. 

Students  in  mixed  chorus  study  works  from  various  time 
periods  and  perform  twice  a year  at  a winter  holidays  concert 
and  a spring  concert.  Twelve  of  these  students  — three  so- 
prano, three  alto,  three  tenor,  and  three  bass  — are  selected 
by  audition  to  sing  in  the  chamber  singers.  This  group  per- 
forms many  favorites  such  as  Handel’s  Messiah  both  on  and 
off  campus. 

In  addition,  three  instrumental  groups  are  open  to 
students.  The  concert  band  and  orchestra  are  offered  as 
courses  and  are  available  to  any  student  with  previous  instru- 
mental experience.  Both  groups  also  perform  at  winter  and 
spring  concerts.  The  orchestra  concentrates  on  classical 
pieces  by  various  composers,  including  Mozart,  Bach,  and 
Handel,  while  the  concert  band  tends  to  play  more  con- 
temporary selections.  Also  available  to  students  through 
audition  is  the  jazz  band,  jazz  is  difficult  yet  fun;  the  music 
has  a strong  rhythmic  structure  and  often  involves  a solo  and 
ensemble  improvisations. 

Finally,  the  electronic  music  course  is  for  those  students 
who  wish  to  receive  basic  knowledge  of  and  learn  skills  in 
synthesizer  performance,  audio  engineering,  and  musical 
composition.  It  provides  an  understanding  of  contemporary 
trends  of  electronic  music. 

Ray  Church  conducts  the  mixed  chorus,  the  orchesta,  and 
the  concert  band  and  teaches  the  electronic  music  courses. 
Candace  Bailey  of  Duke  directs  the  chamber  singers,  while 
Paul  Jeffries,  also  from  Duke,  directs  the  jazz  band. 

Each  year,  several  outstanding  music  students  audition  for 
and  are  selected  to  participate  in  All-State  and  honors 
chorus,  band,  and  orchestra.  This  year,  Milton  Artis  and 
Sam  Kirkland  were  chosen  for  the  1988  NC  Honors  Chorus, 
Becky  McCallum,  Meredith  MacKenzie,  Peter  Chen,  and 
Lydia  Coulter  were  chosen  for  the  1988  NC  Honors  Or- 
chestra, and  Jennifer  Whangbo,  Jonathan  Baker,  Paul 
Chen,  Peter  Chen,  Rob  Draper,  Natalya  Elder,  Frank 
Guzek,  Ray  Helms,  Rob  Owen  were  selected  for  All-State 
Band.  Three  students,  Lydia  Coulter,  Becky  McCallum,  and 
John  Rose,  were  chosen  for  the  1989  All-State  Orchestra.
